boys and girls are the kind who, 


for lack of proper care or because y 


of inherited tendencies, get into 
our ‘reformatories and our jails,” 
he said. “To switch this method 
about completely would mean the 
saving of money in two directions 
and, better still, it would help to 
save society from the burden of 
many perplexing problems. 

“It costes less to maintain a nor- 
mal child tn a private home than 
in an institution,” said Mr. Wyle.

‘MODERN HOME FOR MAIL 


Latest Equipment Installed in New Office; 


Will 


Los Angeles will have the most | 
completely equipped postal station 
in the West when the new Arcade 
postoffice station at Third asatreet 
and Central avenue is occupied 
next Wednesday. 

The station, which has been four 
months in the process of construc- 

ion, -+has a floor space of 150,000 
square feet, with a frontage of 
532 feet on Central avenue, and of 
278 feet on Third street. 

Ite 240-foot mailing platform in 
the rear will accommodate forty- 
four motor trucks. Doors every 
ten feet will furnish easy access 
to the mailing floor within. The 
old postoffice in the Federal Build- 
ing hed a single door for all mail. 

ail cars can be run alongside 
another platform, 120-feet long. 
where they may be loaded or un- 
loaded direct to the mailing floor. 
|} Efforta have been made to in- 
stall the very latest type of post- 
office equipment in every depart- 
ment. Conveyors, automatic 
scales, trucks, and an entirely new 
device for the distribution of par- 
cel post mail are expected to ex- 


For the convenience of 700 em- 
ployees, there is a co-operative 
cafeteria, rest and locker rooms, 
a roof garden as large as the en- 
tire mailing floor, and proposed 
tennis courts, which are to be 
erected at one corner of the roof 
garden. 

GUARD AGAINST FIRE 

As work upon the conveyor 
building was held up until the 
corner space on Third street could 
be obtained for its construction, it 
will not be completed until the 
middie of December. 

Throughout the entire structure 
automatic sprinklers furnish pro- 
tection against fire damage. 

According to Postmaster O’Brien, 
all postal matter will be handjed 
at this station. with the single ex- 
ception of the general delivery 
service, which remains at the oid 
office. 

He also points out that firms 
having great quantity of mail can 
expedite its departure by sending 
it te the Arcade Station.

Propose Water 
Works Bonds

PASADENA, Nov. 8.—A bond is- 
sue of $550,000 to meet the grow- 
ing needs of the city’s water dis- 
tributing system was proposed to- 
day by the City Board of Direc- 
tors. The expenditure of $300,00 
is planned for the purchase of the 
Plants and equipment of the Preci- 
pice Canyon and Pasadena Consol- 
idated Water companies. Both 
companies are now serving Pasa- 
dena territory. 

The extension of the nt 
system of water mains and the de- 
velopment of distributing plants 
calls for the raising of $250,000, 
the board declared today in adopt- 
ing a resolution which is the first 
step toward calling for a vote on 
the proposed bond issue.

The 28th inst. has been set as a 
tentative date for the election.
